As they stand, Israel remains op- 
posed and the U.S., whatever lip 
service is paid to the always de- 
sirable ideal of negotiations, is con- 
sequently not actively pursuing the 
Jarring option. It is regarded, in 
the words of one American official, 
as a “no exit” alternative. 

‘Since arriving in New York on 
August 1, Dr. Jarring has held talks 
with representatives of Israel, Jor- 
dan, Egypt and the powers.

No hint of new plans

The Foreign Ministry said yes- 
terday Israel has received no hint 
of the existence of new Middle Hast 
plans whichaBeirut weekly claimed 
were drafted by U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim and his en- 
voy, Dr. Gunnar Jarring. 

The Beirut weekly, “Al-Osbou's. 
al-~Arabi” (The Arab Week), whose 
claim was reported briefly in yes- 
terday’s Post, said the Waldheim- 
Jarring plans were aimed at break- 
ing the deadlock in the Middle East, 
The paper made no mention of the 
source in its report which carried a 
New York dateline. 

The Beirut weekly yesterday re- 
portedly said that under the new 
U.N. proposals “there would be 
complete adherence to international 
frontiers as they existed in 1967 and 
without consideration for Iaraeli de- 
mands for border changes.” . 


According to the weekly, the new 
U.N. plan consists of five points 
drawn up by Dr. Waldheim. These 
include:

The weekly sald that simultaneous- 
ly Dr. Jarring would be working 
under the same plan for a reopening 
of the Suez Canal, under which Ia- 
rael would have to commit itself 
to a withdrawal from the waterway 
to a line linking the Mitla pass and 
Sharm e-Sheikh, Υ 

The Beirut magazine went on to 
say thet Egyptian forces would then 
be allowed to cross the Canal into 


the eastern bank where they would 9 


be separated from the Israelis by 


international forces comprised of 
troops from the Big Four. 

On a settlement with Jordan, the 
paper said, Dr. Jarring foresaw a 
reunion of Jordan and the West 
Bank which in turn would be Hnked 
with a corridor to the Gaza Strip. 

The question of Jerusalem would 
be settled on the basis of King Hus- 
seln's recent federal plan, the week- 
ly said. It edded that the Jarring 
proposal provided for just compen- 
sation for Palestinian refugees “on 
the basis of settlement and develop- 
ment programmes in areas where 
the refugees choose to live.” 


Call for Israeli 
withdrawal at parley 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana (UPI). — 
Guyana Prime Minister Forbes 
Burpham opened the first conference 
of foreign ministers of non-aligned 
nations yesterday with a call for 
immediate evacuation of ail foreign 
forces from Vietnam end withdrawal 
of Israel from Arab territories.

Pond carp is available all over 
the country. It is brought alive, 
Swims in its basin at the fishmon- 
gers until bought.

Boiled Pond Carp 

1 kilo fresh carp, 2 large sliced 
onions, 8. sliced carrots, 1 sliced for 
grated) celery root, 1 sliced paranip, 
1 tablespoon. coarse salt, Σά. teaspoon 
whole peppers, 1 tablespoon sugar. 

Clean and salt the freshly killed 
carp and set aside for ‘half an hour. 
Wash well. Place the thinly sliced 
vegetables in a heavy pan and put 
eae fish on top. Cover with water 
and add the salt, pepper and sugar. 
Cook until the fish is tender (about 
half an hour, or until it flakes easily 
with a fork). Rethove to a platter. 
Strain the sauce and pour it over 
the fish. This dish is generally serv- 
ed cold with its jelly, the vegetable 
mixture on the side or all around it. 


Carp with Wine 

14; kilos of carp (or any fish you 
prefer), $ tablespoons butter, 2 
tablespoons flour, salt to taste, 8 
cups of white wine, 1 finely minced 
onion, 100 (or 150) grams of finely 
sliced mushrooms, dash of pepper, 
δ tablespoons of chopped parsley or 
celery leaves (from the inside of the 
celery stalk).

Rub the salt inside and outside. Put 
the fish pieces into a pot and cover 
it with the onion, pepper and wine. 
Bring te a boiling point over a 
moderate flame and simmer for 
about half an hour until the fish 
flakes easily with a fork. Put one 
tablespoon of butter into a frying 
pan and gild the mushrooms and the 
salt and then let it simmer (with a 
little water) for about 15 minutes. 

‘When the fish is ready lift each 
slice separately and strain the wine 
through a sieve. Mix the flour with 
a little of the warm wine until 
smooth, then add the butter and the 
fried mushrooms. Cook the sauce 
together with the mushrooms for 
about 10 minutes over a low flame. 
Pour the saute over the casserole 
and garnish with the chopped pars- 
ley or chopped celery leaves. Put in 
a hot oven for 2 few minutes and 
serve. 


“Jezreel Valley” Carp 


δ small carps —~ about 1% kilo 
each, 14 cup plus 14, tablespoons 
flour, 2 teaspoons salt, 1 teaspoon 
dry mustard, 2 teaspoons paprika, 
100 grams butter, ὃ tablespoons oil, 
1 large chopped onion, 1 cup dry 
white wine, 1 cup sweet cream, 1 
medium sweet green pepper finely 
diced or shredded, 1 medium sweet 
red pepper or pimento finely diced 
or shredded, juice of 1 lemon, 25 
grams cornflour. 

Clean the carp, remove the heads, 
and cut 2 or 3 gashes into each fish. 
Mix the 144 cup flour with the salt, 
mustard and 1¢ teaspoon of the pap- 
rika, and roll each fish in the mix- 
ture. Heat the butter and oil in a 
pan and fry the fish over high heat 
until golden. Put the fish into a bak- 
ing dish and cover with the follow- 
ing sauce: 

Lightly fry the chopped onion in 
the fat left from frying the fish, add 
the remaining paprika and flour, and 
fry one minute more. Add the wine 
and cream and cook until thick Add 
the remaining ingredients and pour 
over the fish. Bake in a slow oven 
for 45 minutes, basting from time 
to time with the sauce. 


Cheesed Carp 

41% kilos whole carp, 1 cup sour 
cream, 4 tablespoons melted butter, 
4 cup grated yellow cheese, dash 
of solt, pepper and even if you wish

Clean the fish and put it into a 
casserole. Mix all the ingredients 
and spread it over the fish, for it 
must be completely covered.

Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent ; 
Israel Shipyards has not succeeded in building any ocean-going 
vessels since 1966, when it completed three of 3,000 tons each for 
Zim. It also does not do as much repair work as expected. Yet it 
manages to keep busy and stay in the black, according to the State 
Controller. The yard’s capacity is 1.5 million work-hours a year, but

Modern ships tend to de too large 
for construction in the Haifa yard, 
and the competition of foreign coun- 
tries in ship-building is intense. Re- 
pairs must be done quickly, owing 
to the increasingly rapid turn-round 
of vessels in port; and the price 
must be cheap. Orders from Zim for 
big repair jobs (exceeding 500 work- 
hours), where the price difference is 
an important factor, declined from 
88,000 work-hours in 1967/68 to 
84,000 the year after, 76,000 the 
year after that, and 39,000 in 1970/ 
71. Israel's national shipping compa- 
ny did its big repair work increas- 
ingly in foreign ports. 


MOBE COMPETITIVE 


Yet the yards are becoming more 
competitive with growing experience. 
In 1967/68, they just managed to 
cover operational costs on repair 
jobs, with nothing over for deprecia- 
tion and interest. But in the two 
years 1968/69 and 1970/71 earnings 
from repair work increased by 91.8 
per cent, while work-hours rose by 
only 13.3 per cent, and costs by 68.8 
per cent (owing to wage and price 
increases). In 1970/71, the operation. 
al profit was 20 per cent. Customers 
other than Zim accounted for less 
than half the repair business in 
1967/68 — and over three-quarters 
in 1970/71. The State Comptroller 
concludes that the repair furction is 
worth preserving. 

As to construction, the yard was 
successful in special, non-standard 
Jobs like building tugs, dredges and 
floating docks. It undertook an or- 
der from Greece for a 20,000-ton 
floating dock. The price was 
$4,175,000, and building time was 
fixed at three years. Delivery, in 
May of last year, was ἀπὸ months 
late, which cost the company a fine 
of $15,000.

counts for this purpose.

Why is Israel 
‘Nixon country’?

Sir, — I returned from America 
after a three-month visit through- 
out the country the day Mr. Larry 
Philips’ letter appeared in your pa- 
per (July 26). If Israel's policy 15. 
to remain neutral then there is a 
great discrepancy between policy and 
fact. Mr, Rabin’s pro-Nixon remarks 
were given wide coverage and Pe- 
ter Grose writing in the “New 
York Times” with dateline, Jerusa- 
lem, July 13, begins by saying, “Is- 
rael is Nixon country,” and I would 
like to ask: why? 

Israel gets no support from elther 
the far Left nor from the Right 
and only very few Jews were in the 
Nixon camp until he became a pre- 
election pro-Israeli. Everywhere I 
went I had to reassure liberal Amer- 
icens who ere generous to Israel 
that they should vote as their con- 
science dictates. Israel's problem is 
to convince every American preai- 
dent that it is in the interest of 
the U.S. to have a strong Isracl, 
but not to interfere in her elec- 
tions. Liberal Americans believe that 
the welfare of Israel and of the 
world is more assured when the 
presidency of the U.S. is in the 
hands of an honest man with ideais. 
‘The people who support McGovern 
are the ones who support Israel 
and are those who work for better 
conditions and Hberal causes wher- 
ever man struggles. These are the 
friends Israel needs. 

They became disenchanted with 
America because of the Vietnam 
war and American support of dic- 
tator regimes, and hope that, 
through McGovern, America will 
again represent those democratic and 
humane principles for which she 
used to stand.

There have been occasions in the 
past when Tgrael leaders may have

But, gen- 
erally, they kept their own coun- 
sel. They realized that the results 
of elections are unpredictable and 
they knew that whether a Democrat 
or Republican won, Israel would 
want to maintain ties of the closest 
friendship with the United States. 
The need for such weutrality was 
urgent, not only because of the 
normal diplomatic niceties of any 
well-run state, but because of the 
special relationship to Israel 
American Jews, who could be found 
on both sides of the political gpec- 
trum. Moreover, the effort to win 
political support for Israel in the 
United States has always been con- 
ducted as a two-party enterprise. 

In 1972, the positions taken by a 
number of Israel spokesmen have 
been so clamorous and so rigid that 
a Democratic candidate would be 
free to interpret the attitude of 
Israel as hostile to him.’
